12 On May 11, 2005, Congress passed the REAL ID Act of 2005 as

14 Defense, the Global War on Terror, and Tsunami Relief, 2005.
15 The REAL 1D Act establishes standards, procedures, and

16 requirements that must be met if state=issued driver-s

17 licenses and identification cards are to be accepted as valid
18 identification for certain federal purposes, such as boardin%
19 an aircraft. This bill prohibits departments and agencies o
20 the state from sFending funds to implement or comply with the
21 REAL ID Act until the state receives and allocates federal

22 funds sufficient to cover the state®s estimated costs to
23 implement or comply with the federal Act.
